A voyage round the world in the years 


11830, 1831, and 1832, by Dr. Meyen, a 


German physician, has been lately publish- 
ed in Prussia: Anextract from it will shew 
the character of the Protestant Missiona- 
ries in the Sandwich Islands. The writer 
is a Protestant and therefore his testimony 
deserves the attention of those simple souls 
who contribute so liberally to the ‘* Mis- 
sionary cause.” 

“We spent the afteruoon in looking at 
the town of Honoruru, and got a Spanish 
merchant, who is settled there, to introduce 
us to the celebrated missionary, Bingham, 
to whom we had letters. 

**Qn our way to his house, we witness- 
ed a sight which very much tended to Jes- 





ing; and I am now pretty well convinced that 
we could have bestowed the office where it

sionaries of the Sandwich Islands.—We 
should enter more into detail were that man 
still among us, who most warmly defended 
these missionaries ; but he is dead, and is 
no longer able to,vindicate himself. He en- 
gaged ardently in the contest, because he 
fancied that the world in general was rais- 
ing an Opposition to the noble work of mis- 
sions, and did not seem able to comprehend 
bow individual members of this extensive 
body might fail in the attainment of their 
object by the adoption of mistaken mea- 
sures. . 


“On arriving at Mr. Bingham’s horse, 
we found in him the proud ecclesiastic, who 
is conscious of possessing temporal as well 
as spiritual authority, and who in the feel- 
ing of his own consequence, neglects the 
usual form of social piliteness. Mr. Bing- 
ham, however, invited us to visit him when- 
ever we felt disposed ; and the surgeon of 
the mission immediately offered to accom- 
pany us iv Our excursions into the interior 
of the island; offers which, however we 
declined, partly not to lay ourselves under 
obligations, which would only have taken 
up our time, and chiefly that we might be 
able to form for ourselves an opinian of the 
state of the island unbiassed by the mission- 
aries. 

**Kaukie Aouli, the young king, return- 
ed to his residence the same evening, and 
went immediately to Mr. Bingham, to oon- 
sult with him. General Miller had left the 
Princess before us, to take a ride into the 
interior, and on his return to Honoruru, bad 
met Kauike-Aouli, to whom he was intro- 
duced. The young monarch immediately 
inquired about the presents which we had 
brought for him, asked whether we had a 
sword, and was quite overjoyed when told 
that we had, On bis return from Mr. Bing- 
ham, he sent one of his attendants to inform 
us that he was ready to receive the letter 
from the King of Prussia; opon which 
Capt. Wendt and myself, accompanied by 
a North American merchant, who was to 
act as Our interpreter, repaired to the dwel- 
ling of Cauike-Aouli.” 

The following statement explains the se- 
cret of the missionaries’ zeal. 


*“ The houses of the missionaries are ve- 
ty handsome; they were just erecting a ve- 
ry large stone house, which was built in a 
superior and durable manner. ‘The dwel- 
lings of the missionaries are to those of the 
Indians as our palaces to the poorest class-— 
of course, palaces at Oahoo do not look 
like palaces in London, Berlin, or Peters. 
burg. Exen the residences of the reign- 
ing family are extremely miserable, in com- 
parison with the handsome and very ele- 
gantly furnished houses of the missionaries, 
which form a sirange contrast with the lit- 
tle huts, which Mr. Stewart once inhabited, 
and which he has described in such lamen- 
table terms in his journal. Now we find in 
the houses of the missionaries varnished 
floors, handsome furniture, fiae pianos, and 
the walls adorned with beautiful paintings. 
Who has supplied the missionaries who 
were sent to the Sandwich Islands as very 
poor persons, with the funds of these duxu- 
ries? Though we will not speak of sums 
which some of these gentlemen are report- 
ed to have collected and sent to North A- 
merica, we think that we may conclude 
that the money has been drawn from the 
country and the people for whose improve- 
ment.and civilization the missionaries were
